The following singular means of cap- 
turing or killing the bear is said to 
be frequently practiced by Russian 
who cannot procure firearms.

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LATEST NEWS. 


Foreign. 

General Todleben demanded, a few 
days ago, that certain Turkish for- 
tresses near Constantinople be surren- 
dered to the Russians or he would 
occupy Constantinople. Monday these 
fortresses were abandoned by the 
Turks. The Turks are much terrified 
and scem willing to accede anything 
to the Russians, provided the latter 
will not disturb their capital. 

Two propositions are made by lead- 
ing Russian generals in regard to the 
solution of Turkey’s trouble, viz: To 
dismember Turkey, or make full pro- 
vision for the freedom of her Chris- 
tian subjects. 

The official Messenger publishes a 
proclamation calling for subscriptions 
for the organization of a volunteer 
fleet, in order to defend the just cause 
in case the adversary of Russia should 
provoke war. The Czarowitz will re- 
ceive subscription in St. Petersburg. 

The ultimatum of England has been 
presented to the Czar, but the sub- 
stance of the statement is not known. 
It means, at all events, something 
more decisive than has yet been given 
to the world. 

Among the telegrams congratulating 
Emperor William upon his escape 
from assassination was one signed 
“The President of the French Repub- 
lic, MacMahon,” which has made an 
especially favorable impression. 


Domestic. 
The government of the District of 


Columbia is not yet satisfactory, and 
a Senate Committee is doctoring it. 

The Cimbria, according to the au- 
thority of a Russian officer, is in 
American waters not as a cruiser, but 
bears officers whose object is to pur- 
chase or build war vessels. The ves- 
sel sails under the Russian flag, and 
when she leaves will depart under 
those colors. 

A bill has been introduced before 
the House providing that in case of 
invasion en the north from Sitting 
Bull's forces, and on the south from 
Mexican raiders, that the President be 
allowed, in the event of Congress not 
being in session, to increase the army 
to 75,000 men 

Severa! distilleries in Cincionati 
have been seized for violation of the 
revenue law. 

Heavy frosts in New York and Penn- 
sylvania have done considerable dam- 
age to the crops. 

An attempt will be made in the 
Senate to repeal the eight-hour law. 
The Moffet bell punch is obtaining a 
hold in the District of Columbia. 
Congress, in consequence, will soon 
adjourn.

Copper Shipment. 

Mr. Andrew Griftfin yesterday morn- 
ing shipped 4,400 pounds of copper 
ote from the Bevelheimer mine to 
Dayton. This ere contains about fifty 
per cent. of copper, and assays near 
$50 to the ton in silver. At Dayton, 
however, no account ef the silver is 
taken, and the copper is manufactured 
into cupric sulphate, or bluestone, as 
it is called in the market. The ex- 
pense of shipping this ore from the 
mine, which is about eleven miles 
north of Reno, tothe Mound House 
and thence to Dayton, and for a first 
roasting, all of which expense the 
shipper must bear, is $23 per ton. 
The amount which is called a ton is 
the old Eaglish gross ton, plus one 
hundred pounds, or 2,350 pounds. 
Mr. Griffin, with kll this expense, will 
clear over $50 per ton. The Bevel- 
heimer is not a large mine as yet de- 
veloped, but Mr. G. thinks it will 
prove a fine piece of property. He 
has spent all of his money in the 
mines of this county, having full faith 
that there are good mines here, and 
that they will pay if developed. We 
wish Capt. Griffin entire success, for 
he merits it. He is not only a hard 
and continuous worker, but is also an 
honest man and a gentleman.

Smoke 
gently, and be careful to avoid the 
cigar burning down one side, or to 
burn under the wrapping leaf without 
igniting it. In the latter case all fla- 
vor is at once lost, and a bitter taste 
of the tobacco, charred, but not burned 
so as to eliminate the essential oils, is 
the result. Ifacigar go out, it may 
be relit without serious disadvantage, 
but a cigar lighted a second time after 
becoming cold is generally nauseous.
